These did good work, throw- 
ing out. the sheaves bound by a single straral 
of Hire—Ilic cutting and binding being done 
without any labor except the, driving arunnd 
the Held. The oiilyohjeetion that could b« hart 
to these machines,as they are at piesent con- 
sir tided, is that the inachinen is loo compli- 
cated for a fanner's use. 
They arc, however, 


another stride in labor-saving machines, and be- 
fore many years elapse, will doubtless be so 
simplified tliat they can be placed rn the hands 
of any one. 


For the use of the present generation the 


machines that have been hi use lor Ihe past few 
>etira, with their "simplifying" improvements, 
uil! be the f.ivoiitos. Ol these the Champion 
Machines, manufactured at Springfield, Ohio, 
by three ditlcient establishments, stand in tlie 
front rank, 
fu conveisation with one of Ihe 


proprietors we learned that 40,000 machines 
were made by them this year, and that their 
machines are sent to all parts of the wotld. A 
number aie shipped lo South Anrencaarid to 
Europe. 
As an evidence of their popularity it 


may be mentioned that llrirly-otre Champion 
machines were sold on the grounds at Kdding- 
tou and Scheuck's. The llallenbcck, manu- 
factured by Jlillbom, Duckmau & Co., of Xeu- 
town, is a single reaper,, with Passmore rako,— 
the knife is driven by connection with the main 
shal'i. it also did good «oik. 


The nmiiiilactiiic'is of the difl'eient machines 


on lire giounds, expressed themselves as being 
well pleased uillr the operations ol the several 
machines, and later in the afternoon assembled 
rn a large tent adjoining the wheat field at the 
call of Capt. Burnot Landrcth, for the purpose 
ol forming a ixjrmauent orgauixation of marru- 
tactiueisof hal^osling machinery.
